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Applicant's arguments filed 3/23/07 have been considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant merely asserts that the cited reference 
teaches away the feature of providing the video streams to the display device without converting the frame rates. 
As noted in the final Office Action, Washino teaches that in an embodiment, video streams from cameras are individually and 
indepdendently digitized at a first set of image sizes, sampling rates and frame rates and transmitted to a monitor via devices 54, 56 and 
bus 60 (see figure 8; col. 9, lines 40-42; abstract). It is noted that in the Washino's system not all image windows need to be of the same 
size, nor updated at the same rate, but rather they may be mixed (see col. 3, lines 16-18). In an alternative embodiment, the individual 
cameras are equipped with separate image data compression facilities, e.g., motion JPEG or MPEG compression, and control signals for 
additional functions, e.g., compression, are provided from the bus 60 through devices 58 and 54 (see col. 3, lines 34-39; col. 7, lines 43- 
49). Furthermore, it is important to note that the video data are stored as sucession of data-compressed representations, corresponding to 
various window sizes sampled at diverse update rates. That is, the compressed video data from cameras are provided in different frame 
rates. Referring to the alternative embodiment, the Washino reference meets the claimed feature of independently packetizing the video 
streams from different cameras in different frame rates for transmission to a monitor without converting frame rates of the video streams to 
a common frame rate. Therefore, the Washino reference does not teach away the claimed packetizing feature. 
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
